The locusts are new to folks in 
this area but they are a very 
rapid growing tree, disease resist- 
ant, with no thorns or berries and 
with the appearance of an elm. 

Again the milk disease spores 
for the control of Japanese beetle 
grubs will be distributed begin- 
ning next week. Any persons who, 
would like to cooperate in the 
program may call Mr. Bilmon. 

It is planned to have two sprays 
of 10 per cent D.D.T. for adult 
Japanese beetles, the first spray 
on the second week in July and 
the second the first week in Au- 
gust. 

Spraying for poison ivy is also 
planned and will be done the sec- 
ond week’ in June. All baseball 
diamond areas, recreation areas 
and swimming pools will be taken 
care of with one spray. 

Dormant spray for bark beetles 
in a 12 per cent D.D.T. solution 
will be completed this month and 
the general spray of 6 per cent 
D.D.T. for elm leaf beetles, forest 
caterpillar, gypsy moth and fly 
control will start June 1.
